I’d like to tell y'all some things about postage stamps, that you 
may or may not already know about. 


Currently, the Fostal Service ig igsuing postage stamps that do not 
show the monetary value anywhere on the stamps; only the letter "E" 
appears somewhere on the stamp with the word "DOMESTIC". These are 
appropriately call E-Mail or Domestic stamps. Nowhere on the stamp does 
it state that we paid 25 cents for it, SO cents or even S dollars. For 
mailing a first-class letter anywhere in the continental United States, 
these stamps are OK to use, but if sending mail to Canada, Mexico or to 
any other foreign country, you'd better affix stamps that have 25 cents 
er higher, printed on the stamp or that mail will not get there. 


Perhaps we never gave it much thought, when seeing the DOMESTIC 
printed on the stamps, but that means exactly what it gays. Letters 
being sent somewhere within the continental United States and nowhere 
@lse. Domestic mail.....period, 


Algo, when @8ling-direct to foreign stations, DO NOT use those tiny 
Square stamps, that come in rolls or small sheets. Use the larger 
rectangular~shaped stamps called COMMEMORATIVE. Many Hams in foreign 
countries are alsa stamp collectors whoa appreciate receiving 
commemnoratives because there just aren’t as many of those used as the 
smaller square stamps. There are 2 categories of stamps to collectors: 
NEW ®& USED. The USED stamps are those that are stamped with a 
cancellation mark by our Postal Service so that they cannot be reused. 
However, even USED stamps have value to a stamp collector. 


So, on your next trip to the Post Office, ask for COMMEMORATIVES, 
It doesn’t take much more saliva to paste ‘em on your letters and you 
fay make a stamp collector somewhere, happy at the same time. 


It igs also a neat trick to help get a QSL card returned to you 
quicker than if you used those little "square" stamps. 


Commemoratives usually are multi-colored and commemorate some 
historical event, a famous American, statehoods, inventions, wildlife, 
plants or just about anything. 


The first thing I do with my own mail is check out the stamp on the 
envelope. If it’s a commemorative, I tear the corner off the envelope, 
containing the stamp and soak it in luke-warm later until the paper 
separates from the stamp, air-dry it on an old newspaper and save it. 


I use commemoratives, exclusively and they sure haven't hurt my 
QSL-return-rate. Try some yourself and see what. happens.
